For  the  Year  7906. 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 

The  Loddon  and  Clavering  Rural  District  Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  my  Report  of  the 
above  District  for  the  year  igo6.  No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  area 
of  the  District.  The  Health  of  the  District  has  been  better.  I  have  had 
jo  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  to  me  against  81  of  the  previous 
year.  There  were  4  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  none  of  which  proved  fatal. 
1  he  Mortality  of  the  District  has  increased  considerably  this  year,  namely  : — 
169  against  148  of  1905.  The  number  of  Deaths  in  the  Workhouse  is 
considerably  more  than  1905,  as  in  that  year  we  had  only  5  Deaths,  which 
is  far  below  the  average;  for  1906  the  number  is  18.  All  the  Deaths  are 
those  of  old  people.  T  he  number  of  Deaths  from  Consumption  is  the  same 
as  that  of  1905,  namely :- — 14.  The  Deaths  from  other  Chest  Complaints 
also  remains  the  same  as  1905,  namely: — 20.  Five  Deaths  from  Diphtheria, 
all  occurring  in  young  people.  The  Infantile  Mortality  is  less  than  1905, 
only  20  Deaths  against  32  of  1905.  Six  Deaths  are  returned  as  from  Pre¬ 
mature  Birth.  Table  V.  gives  a  detailed  account  of  the  Deaths  under  one 
year. 


The  Population  of  the  District  as  shewn  by  the  Census  of.  igoi 
has  an  average  decrease  of  80  per  year.  This  year  the  number  of  Births 
registered  is  2gg  against  269  of  1905.  There  are  30  more  Births  registered 
this  year  and  21  more  Deaths  than  1905,  therefore  the  decrease  must  be 
about  the  same  as  the  Census  shows. 


The  House  to  House  Inspection  of  the  District  is  still  going  on  ; 
456  houses  have  been  Inspected  this  year  against  538  of  the  previous  year. 
Although  the  number  of  houses  Inspected  is  less,  the  amount  of  work 
accomplished  is  considerably  more.  The  houses  in  the  District  are  fairly 
habitable.  Six  houses  have  been  voluntarily  closed,  namely: — Two  in

Woodton,  Two  in  Geldeston,  One  in  Loddon,  and  One  in  Thwaite.  The 
Two  in  Woodton  have  been  pulled  down.  Several  new  drains  have  been  laid 
where  it  was  deemed  necessary.  The  Water  Supply  has  been  attended  to 
in  several  cases,  and  numerous  improvements  made.  There  were  no  prose¬ 
cutions  during  the  year.  The  amount  of  work  done  is  considerably  more 
than  last  year.  The  Summary  of  the  whole  work  done  you  will  have  an 
opportunity  of  seeing  in  Mr.  Pritchard’s  report.

The  number  of  Births  registered  in  the  District  is  299  against  269 
of  1905 ;  shewing  an  average  of  24’68  per  1000  of  the  Population  of  the 
District  against  22D3  of  1905.

38  Dairies  and  95  Cowsheds 
have  been  inspected. 


There  is  next  to  nothing  to  report  under  this  heading  as  Factories 
and  Workshops  in  this  District  are  very  few.  The  Factory  Inspector  has 
returned  three  as  being  in  this  District.

I  trust  you  will  conclude  from  this 
Report  that  the  Health  of  the  District  is  fairly  good.  The  number  of 
Births  and  Deaths  registered  are  both  increased.  The  number  of  Infectious 
Cases  is  less  than  1905.  1  he  number  of  Deaths  from  Cancer  is  increased 

vlz- :  8  against  5.  I  he  Deaths  from  Chest  Complaints  is  much  increased 

namely:  36  against  20  of  1905.  May  I  be  allowed,  Mr.  Chairman,  to 
thank  you  and  every  Member  of  the  Board  for  your  great  kindness  and 
and  consideration  to  me  during  my  severe  illness  in  March,  April,  and  May 
last  year,  also  for  kindly  allowing  my  friend  Mr.  Rodwell  to  act  as  my 
Deputy  for  all  my  appointments,  and  I  wish  at  the  same  time  to  thank  Mr.

Notes. — (a)  In  this  Table  all  deaths  of  “  Residents  ”  occurring  in  public  institutions,  whether  within  or  without  the  district,  are  to 
be  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the  several  age  groups  columns  (2-8).  They  are  also,  in  col¬ 
umns  9-15,  to  be  included  among  the  deaths  in  their  respective  “  Localities  ”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  oi 
the  deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “  Non-residents  ”  occurring  in  public  institutions  in  the  district 
are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of  this  Table. 

See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “  Residents”  and  “  Non-residents,”  and  as  to  the  “  Public  Institutions  ”  to 
be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.

All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  of  “  Residents  ”  or  of  “  Non-residents,” 
are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  (a),  to  be  entered  in  the  last  column  of  this  Table.  The  total  number 
in  this  column  should  equal  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “  Localities  ”  in  columns  9-15  of  this  Table  should  equal  those  for  the  year  in  the  same 
localities  in  Table  II.,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at  all  ages  in  column  2  ol  this  Table  should  equal  the  gross 
total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  I.

Under  the  heading  of  “  Enteritis  ”  are  to  be  included  those  certified  as  from  Gastro-enteritis,  Muco-enteritis,  and  Gastric 
catarrh,  unless  from  information  obtained  by  enquiry  from  the  certifying  practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  should  have  reason  for  including  such  deaths,  especially  those  of  infants,  under  the  specific  term  “  Diarrhoea.” 

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be  included  under  the  latter. 

Under  the  headings  of  “Cancer”  and  “  Puerperal  fever”  should  be  included  all  registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised 
within  these  general  terms.
